PUBLICITY OF TRUSTS.

X HIS WARFARE 
on the 
trusts, President 


Roosevelt has great hopes of accomplishing 


their suppression by publicit), and it is understood 
that in the bill to be drawn b> Congressman Lit- 
tlefield this summer, provision will be made for 
securing a full publication of the affairs of those 
combinations. 
The idea of mam people is that if 


their affairs are made public, the bad trusts \vi,l be 
destroyed and those that are not oppressive will 
not suffer. 


England exercises a strict supervision over 


all corporations through the Companies' act and 
some people think \\e might remove the trust evil 
by following England's example. The most string- 
ent provisions relate to the organization of the 
companies, to prevent the issuing of stock that is 
not paid for. 
The English law requires that the 


prospectus of any new company shall state how 
many shares are to be issued for other than a cash 
consideration, which is intended to prevent the 
gift of large blocks of stock to promoters. 
The 


amount of money to be paid any promoter must 
also be stated as \\ell as the amount to be paid in 
commissions for selling stocks and the amount to 
be paid the directors. 


All contracts under \\lnch stock ts issued ex- 


cept for cash must be filed in the registrar's office, 
where they are accessible to the public. 
As soon 


as the company is organized a full .-.tatement of all 
gifts of stock must be sent to each =han holder and 
filed with the organization. 


There are other provisions, all (ksi^iud to pre- 


vent the organization of companies on 
i false ba- 


sis. 


But these precautions do not touch the ical 


trust evil. 
They are designed to prevent the 


floating of Wildcat Companies, not to prevent the 
formulation and operation of great combinations. 
Many of the concerns in the United States are 
heavily ovtr-capitalized, and one of the reasons 
why they are oppressive it that duidends must be 
paid on watered stock. 
When a concern with as- 


-ets realh \\orth $207000,000 to $50,000,000 is pay- 
ing dividends on $100,000,000, an unjust tax 
is 


placed on the public that bu\s the product. 


Hut -Ahat of it - It is \\ell enough known that 


;]..tn} of the trusts are over-capitalized. It is known 
that the consuming public is burdened. \ et noth- 
ing is done about i t . 
There arc, in the opinion 


of man}-, laws enough to suppress these combina- 
tions, but thev are not invoked. 
The injunction 


proceeding against the bi.ef trust are one con- 
spicuous example of official acthity, and they are 
not progressing ver\ rapidh . 
Too much at the 


effort of controlling trusts is put in operation \\ith 
the idea of protecting the investor, loo little to pro- 
tect the consumer. The essence of a trust is mon- 
opol), however created. 
In some cases this is 


created by abundant capital; in some b\ tariff dis- 
crimination; in some by railroad favoritism. How- 
ever it comes about, the essential theory about a 
trust is that it controls the production and distri- 
bution of the article it produces, though there may 
be other producers and distributors. 


The Sugar trust and Standard Oil trust do not 


produce all of the refined sugar or refined petro- 
leum in the country, but the\ control the market 
for those products as absolutely as if they did. 
It 


is that \\hich gives them power. 
If they are over- 


capitalized, and pay dividends on stock not honest- 
ly issued, it makes them so much more oppressive, 
but it is always the monopoly that gives the trust, 
its opportunity to oppress the public. 


For the oppressive combination that exists 


because of its abundant capital the present law, 
for bidding any combinations in restraint of trade, 
would seem to be sufficient; for the trust that ex- 
ists through tariff favors the remedy would be to 
remove tariff protection immediately from any ar- 
ticle which is found to be controlled of a trust; for 
the trust that flourishes through railroad discrimi- 
nation, extension of the powers of the interstate- 
Commerce Commission, would seem to be suffi- 
cient. 
It is not plain how the publication of their 


affairs, alone, would have a restraining influence.
